It is to be regretted that any firm of manufacturing chemists whose 
methods and dealings with the drug trade have always been fair and 
considerate should find it necessary to protect themselves against the 
unprincipled substituter, as explained elsewhere in this issue. It is 
hard to believe the testimony which Fairchild Bros. & Foster have 
gathered against retail druggists, who have substituted other prepara- 
tions when Fairchild’s was distinctly ordered by physicians. We fail 
to comprehend what a druggist is thinking of when he permits such 
practices behind his prescription counter. Where is the profession of 
pharmacy drifting to if it has gotten to that point that a physician 
cannot depend upon a druggist filling his prescriptions with what is 
ordered?

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Review of the Wholesale Market. 


New York, August 21, 1896. 





It should de understood that the prices quoted in this 
report are strictly those current in the wholesale mar- 
ket, and that higher prices are paid for retail lots. The 
quality of goods frequently necessitates a wide range of 
prices. 





The volume of trade in the several de- 
partments of drugs, dyestuffs and chem- 
icals continues of limited proportions, in 
sympathy with the condition of the mar- 
kets generally. The jobbing houses re- 
port a moderate receipt of small orders 
from interior points, and local interests 
show aslight improvement. Money con- 
tinues scarce and collections continuing 
extremely difficult, credits are closely 
watched. Price changes in the inter- 
val have been for the most part few and 
unimportant. Opium and quinine have 
both weakened under the influence of 
pressure to realize.

Alcohol is maintained with some show 
of firmness at the quoted range of $2.31 
to $2.35, the operations of the non-trust 
producers having no apparent effect on 
prices. 

Balsam copaiba has been in fair de- 
mand since our last and numerous job- 
bing sales have been made within the 
range of 35c. to 38c. for Central Ameri- 
can. Para is steady at 40c. 

Balsam fir, Canada, is in better supply 
ay offers more freely at, say, $1.90 to 


Balsam Peru is a trifle easier and sales 
are making down to $1.80, though $1.90 
is generally asked. 

Barks. —Buckthorn continues rather 
slow of sale, but prices are held with 
some show of firmness at the previous 
range of 414c. to 5c. Cascara sagrada is 
in demand and a fair business is doing, 
though prices remain at the old range, 
the stock in this market being quite 
large. Elm, sassafras and soap are quiet 
at previous prices. 

Cantharides are in fair supply, and 
Chinese ate passing out in small quanti- 
ties at 25c. to 27c.; Russian held at 50c. 
to 55c. 

Chamomile flowers, new German, meet 
with fair demand and sales of 1896 are 
reported at 18c. to 24c.; German, 1896, 
quoted at 12c. to 16c.; German, old, 7c. 
to 8c.; Belgian, 10c. to 12c. 

Cassia buts are in limited supply and 
do not offer below 18c. - 

Cocaine, muriate, has been advanced 
by the manufacturers and $4 to $4.25 
is now asked, as to quantity. 

Colocynth apples continue dull but 
steady at 70c. to 75c. for Trieste and 22c. 
to 30c. fer Spanish. 

Cubeb berries have developed no action 
of consequence during the week and 
prices are as previously quoted. 


Morphine continues in fair consump- 
tive demand, but prices are a little irreg- 
ular, in sympathy with the parent drug. 
We quote the range at $1.50 to $1 60 for 
bulk and $1.85 to $1.90 for eighths. 


Opium has lost strength since our last 
and offers to sell have been more numer- 
ous. Less of the speculative element is 
noticeable in the various transactions 
that come to the surface, this being par- 
ticularly true of the primary markets, 
where prices have dropped perceptibly 
within the past week or so. We reccrd 
a decline of 10c., case lots now offering 
in this market at $2.30. Jobbers have 
marked down their prices to $2.324% to 
$2.35 for broken packages. Powdered is 
lower at $3 to $3.30. 

Quinine has developed some interest- 
ing features during the interval, a de- 
cline in price of 3c. per oz. on both 
domestic and foreign brands being the 
event of the week. The decline in price 
is attributed to the operations of the as- 
sociated manufacturers in Europe to 
check the production of quinine by inde- 
pendent concerns and to discourage 
speculation. Sales at the decline have 
been numerous and a brisk demand con 
tinues. Sales of some 40,000 oz. were 
reported at 24c. to 24\4c. for large tins. 
Prices are steady at this range for round 
lots in bulk, while manufacturers quote 
25c. to 27c., according to brand.

ESSENTIAL OILS. 


The essential oil market for the month 
has been irregular and the general run 
of business very quiet. No changes of 
any note have occurred with the follow- 
ing exceptions: 

Anise is a trifle firmer owing to light 
stocks and strong advices from primary 
sources; $1.95 to $2 is the lowest open 
quotation for spot goods, and up to $2.25 
is asked by some holders. The proba- 
bilities are that this article will advance 
with the increased demand in the fall. 
The demand during the summer months 
is,"as a rule, comparatively light. 

Sassafras, artificial and natural, are 
firm and advancing. owing to scarcity of 
crude material. Natural is quoted at 
4Nc. to 42c., and artificial is not obtain- 
able at under 35c. 

Camphor is in fair demand and the 
market closes firm. Some large sales 
are reported at the recent advance. 
Stocks are very light. 

Oil Citronella is steady for spot goods, 
though values for future delivery are 
lower, say 30c. to 32c. : 

Messina Essences are steady without 
quotable change. Lemon, prime, in cop- 
pers, is now quoted at $1 to $1.25, and 
goods of inferior quality 75c. to 95c. 
Orange, sweet, is held at $1.90 to $2 for 
prime goods in coppers, with fair de- 
mand. Bergamot, prime quality, is 
oftered with more freedom, and $2.30 to 
$2.60 will now buy, according to brand. 

Peppermint, new, for future delivery 
is quoted firm, with few if any sellers, 
at $1.15 to $1.20; spot stocks are firm at 
$1.30, this being an inside price. New 
York State oil is unchanged, holders 
asking $1.75 to $1.85, with little oftering. 

Cassia developed some weakness in the 
early part of the month, but closes firm 
at slightly higher prices. 

There is nothing new to report on 
other oils except that prices are quite 
steady and small sales are more numerous 
than they were a week ago.

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Sero-Therapy in Tuberculosis. 


Paul Paquin, M. D., of St. Louis, 
member of the State Board of Health of 
Missouri, delivered before the American 
Medical Association an interesting report 
of cases by various physicians on treat 
ment of tuberculosis by serum, of which 
we give an abstract. : 

The report made the American Medical 
Association by Dr. Paquin in 1895, on 
the value of serum in tuberculosis, is 
confirmed, and a number of new clinical 
reports, giving recoveries and referring 
to favorable reports of more than 60 
physicians in America using the serum, 
and the recent work of Maragliano of 
Genoa; Behring of Berlin; Roux of 
Paris; Winternich, Foa, et al, is cited 
in further confirmation. 

The close similarity in production and 
in action between the serum for tubercu- 
losis and the serum for diphtheria is 
pointed out, with such differences as are 
due to the life and habits of the differing 
germs. ’ 

Phagocytosis is declared the basis of 
the defense of the body from micro- 
organic diseases, and to be the chief 
power of the antitoxins. 

Inoculating the horse repeatedly with 
increasing quantities of a certain toxin, 
nature produces the corresponding anti- 
toxin. This explains the toleration of 
the animal to subsequent increasing doses 
of toxin. The antitoxin. in a_physio- 
logic way, neutralizes the toxin; and 
thus prepared for man, neutralizes the 
toxin generated in his body and controls 
the attendant irritation. 
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To Prevent Halation in Photog- 
raphy. 


A. E. Drinkwater advises the backing 
of all plates and says (Photo News): For 
a long time I used a mixture of glycerin 
varnish, methylated spirit, and lamp- 
black, but had to discard it on acccunt 
of the innumerable pinholes caused by it 
on the negatives. The glycerin did not 
overcome the desire of the lampblack to 
become dust again, unless it was present 
in very large quantities. In the latter 
case the mixture remained distinctly 
damp and warped the dark slides. 
Caramel and sienna was my next ven- 
turs; it fulfilled its purpose admirably, 
but is very dirty stuff to use. Collodion 
stained with aurantia makes a good 
backing, but is exceedingly difficult to 
remove afterward. The one I like best 
of all is composed of benzine 3 ounces, 
Brunswick black 1 ounce. It dries im 
mediately, it gives a rich yellow brown 
coating which is extremely non-actinic, 
it is sufficiently transparent to enable 
you to develop without rem ving it, and 
it is easily cleaned off afterward with 
an ordinary rag and whiting.

In a very interesting paper in the 
Archives des Sciences Physiques et Natu- 
relles M. Casimir de Candoile records a 
series of experiments on seeds—chiefly 
wheat, oats and fennel—with a view to 
ascertaining their power of resistance to 
unfavorable external conditions. He 
comes to the conclusion that seeds may 
pass through a period of completely sus- 
pended animation, during which all the 
functions of the protoplasm are quies- 
cent, but from which they revive when 
again placed in conditions suitable for 
germination. The immunity from in- 
jury appears to depend on the protoplasm 
passing into a comparatively inert state, 
in which it is incapable either of assimila- 
tion or of respiration before being sub- 
jected to the unfavorable conditions. 
This period of suspended animation may 
extend over an indefinite time, probably 
through a long series of years, and the 
seeds may be subjected to very low tem- 
peratures without destroying their vital- 
ity. By the use of a refrigerator M. de 
Candolle obtained temperatures varying 
between —30 degrees and —53 degees C. ; 
seeds of wheat, oats and fennel operated 
on in this way, 118 times in succession, 
still retained the power of germination; 
and previous experiments of M. Pictet 
indicate that the temperature may be re- 
duced as low as —100 degrees C. On the 
other hand, the greater number of the 
seeds of the sensitive plant and of Lobelia 
erinus succumbed to the experiment. 
These observations appear to open out 
most interesting possibilities with regard 
to the possible revival of species belong- 





ing to extinct floras, and entirely confirm 
the stories of the germination of long 
buried seeds.—Phar. Jour.

Commercial Law. 
SALE OF GOOD WILL AND TRADE NAMES, 


A party doing business as the New- 
ark Coal Company, unincorporated, 
on the formation of a corporation by 
that name transferred to it his busi- 
ness and the good will of same, and was 
taken by the company into its employ, 
as an Officer, for a number of years. On 
dissolution of his connection with the 
company and engaging in a rival busi- 
ness, the court held (Newark Coal Com- 
pany vs. Spangler, Ct. Ch. N. J., 34 
Atlantic Rep.. 932) that he could not be 
enjoined from advertising himself as 
formerly connected with such company. 


LIABILITY FOR RENT OF STORE. 


Where mortgagees of a stock of goods 
in a leased store building take possession 
of the goods and occupy the building for 
the purpose of selling the goods at retail, 
by permission of the mortgagors and les- 
sees, they cannot (Hatch vs. Van Dor- 
voot, Ct. Ch. N. J., 34 Atlantic Rep.., 
938) avoid liability for rent to the lessor 
because he did not take proceedings to 
turn them out of possession and compel 
them to remove their goods. 


WHAT IS NOT A PARTNERSHIP. 


Two parties orally agreed to forma 
partnership to carry on business. In 
contemplation of the fulfillment of the 








agreement they began business, opened 
the books and performed various other 
acts in the partnership name. When the 
articles of partnership were drawn up 
they could not agree upon the terms, and 
one of them finally declined to enter into 
the partnership. The court held (Martin 
vs. Baird, Supreme Ct. Penna, 34 Atlantic 
Rep.. 809) that there was nothing in this 
to indicate that the partnership was 
actually formed, entitling the other to 
an accounting. 


A VALID CONTRACT, 


A stipulation in a contract for the sale 
of goods toa party that the latter shall 
not sell or be interested in any goods of 
the same kind not manufactured by the 
first party to the contract is valid, and 
not one in restraint of trade so as to be 
against public policy.—Fuqua vs. Pabst 
Brew. Co. Ct., Civ. App. Tex., 36S. W. 
Rep., 479. 


RIGHT OF INSPECTION BY PURCHASER. 


Where goods ordered are shipped by 
bill of lading running to the order of the 
shipper, and the bill of lading, with 
draft on the person who had ordered the 
goods, is sent toa bank, with directions 
to turn over the bill of lading on pay- 
ment of the draft, the person so ordering 
the goods may refuse to take them unless 
he is allowed to inspect them within a 
period of time which is reasonable, con- 
sidering the nature of the property and 
the surrounding circumstances.—Charles 
vs. Carter, Supreme Ct. Tenn., 36 S. W. 
Rep., 396.

Acetylene as an _ Insecticide. 


The discovery that acetylene can be 
produced from the combination{of carbide 
of calcium (a new product of the electric 
furnace) and water, has suggested to 
some French scientists the idea that 
carbide of calcium might be well em- 
ployed as an insecticide for agricultural 
purposes. It is proposed to try thor- 
oughly mixing the carbide with earth, so 
that under the influence of moisture 
acetylene would be slowly given off at 
the roots of plants, thus preserving them 
from attack. At the same time the by- 
products, consisting of chalk and a little 
ammonia, would have a beneficial effect 
on the soil. It is well known that acety- 
lene is a highly poisonous body, and it is 
thought that this new method will be of 
use in combating phylloxera.

Samuel Wilson Parr, M.S., professor of 
applied chemistry, lectures on food, its 
adulteration and preservation; Henry 
Elijah Summers, B.S., associate profes- 
sor of human physiology and vertebrate 
anatomy, will lecture on physiology and 
hygiene, and Charles Atwood Kofoid, 
Ph.D., superintendent of the biological 
station of the university, on embryology. 
Other lectures will be given, and among 
the subjects considered will be the pro- 
tozoa as causes of disease, some modern 
theories of the nature and origin of life, 
water supplies, and the inspection of 
milk and foods. All the lectures will be 
given in the morning, from 9 to 12, and 
the laboratory instruction in afternoons, 
from 1 to 6 o’clock.

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Degeneration. 


Race degeneracy has been much dis- 
cussed lately, but for all the words that 
have passed on the question, no definite de- 
cision has been reached. Max Nordau 
and Lombroso have startled us with their 
cries of danger in this respect. No doubt, 
individuals and families degenerate, but 
the race as a whole holds its own fairly 
well. Dr. Remondino takes this view. 
In an article in the National Review he 
says: ‘“‘If we take individual families, 
which for financial reasons continually 
intermarry—or if we take some closely 
intermarrying manufacturing locality, 
there can be no question that we are de- 
generating; but take the human race as 
a whole, and with the continued influx 
of fgood, sturdy country blood mingling 
with that of the worn out families of the 
city to renew the stamina, it is doubtful 
if we are to-day more degenerate physic- 
ally than were the Greeks in the earliest 
days of medicine, or more so morally 
than when Cain slew his brother Abel. 
In those days there were consumptives 
as well as insane; epilepsy and nervous 
diseases were common as now. In former 
epochs the mental degenerate were gen- 
erally sooner or later killed by some im- 
patient and unphilosophical fellow-man, 
and the-physical degenerate stood then 
but little prospect for a long existence or 
for the propagation of his kind. The 
martial spirit of those times demanding 
an able physique to protect self and fam- 
ily, offered but little encouragement to 
marriage for the weak and sickly. The 
customs and habits of the times did not 
favor the propagation of the degenerate. ”’ 

The Journal of Hygiene contends that 
the same is true to-day. A majority of 





the weaklings leave no children, or at 
most only one or two. The tramp is, as 
arule, an unmarried man. Thieves and 
robbers find their way to prison, or if 
they leave offspring, they are not well 
cared for, and do not live to become par- 
ents. Twenty thousand die annually in 
New York before their fifth year, mostly 
of the degenerate stock. How many die 
before the age when they would marry 
no one knows, but the number is large. 
Race degeneration is not probable. WNa- 
ture has put too many checks to it, but 
individual and family degeneration does 
exist, and must be guarded against.

The X Rays and Adulteration. 


Tired as we are of the X rays, they ap- 
pear to be doomed, like the poor, to be 
always with us. Before us are state- 
ments pointing to the alleged fact that 
the rays are of value in detecting adulter- 
ation. Dr. Ferdinand Ranwez reports 
having by their aid detected adultera- 
tions of saffron, four specimens of which 
were examined. Only one proved to be 
pure, the others containing barium sul- 
phate and other bodies. Another experi- 
mentalist has used the rays for detecting 
impurities in food stuffs. Fats and ani- 
line colors, he says, are transparent to 
the rays, yet differences are easily de- 
tected, and vegetable oils can be classi- 
fied by their greater or less transparency. 
Here we have an example of the direct 
utility of Réntgen’s discovery far tran- 
scending in value all others, save the 
diagnosis and alleviation of suffering, 
which is calculated to give radiography 
a permanent place in the armory of mod- 
ern science.

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Kola in Military Service. 


The following letter is of much interest 
as showing the value of Kola in military 
service :

ORCHARD LAKE, MICHIGAN. 


June 2, 1896. 
Messrs. FREDERIOK STEARNS & Co., 
Detroit, Michigan. 

GENTLEMEN : I have the honor to re- 
port for your information some observa- 
tions in regard to the effect of the Kola 
nut and the liquid preparation (Kola- 
Stearns) furnished by you for a forced 
march by a company of cadets from the 
Michigan Military Academy at Orchard 
Lake, Mich., to Detroit, Mich., on Satur- 
day, May 23, 1896. 

A company of 41 cadets from the Acad- 
emy left Orchard Lake at 4.52 A.M., and 
reached the Russell House, Detroit, at 
12.05 P.M., being seven hours and 13 
minutes marching the entire distance of 
28 miles, including rests and 25 minutes 
for lunch. 

‘The actual marching time was six 
hours and 12 minutes, and the distance 
as twice measured by a cyclometer is 
28.07 miles, or at the rate of 4.53 miles 
per hour while marching, a very remark- 
able record. 

Before starting I gave to one half 
of the company the Kola nut; to the 
other half the liquid preparation (Kola 
Stearns). I am convinced that the effect 
of the nut and your liquid preparation is 
to stimulate the muscles and permit of 
sustained exertion, while it allays thirst 





and hunger. The company felt com- 
paratively well after the trip with the 
exception of some stiffness and sore feet, 
but they soon recuperated, and no pro- 
tracted effects of the long march were 
noticeable. 

This was my first experience with the 
Kola, and while I could not observe its 
effects on individuals as closely as I de- 
sired, I am of the opinion that it will 
find favor with those undergoing great 
physical exertion.

How to Treat a Boil on the Nose. 


A boil on the nose is painful altogether 
out of proportion to its consequence, even 
though very small, because the skin is 
not only as thick and tough as that of the 
palm of the hand, but also because there 
is very little tissue intervening between 
it and the cartilage of the nose, as we all 
know who have tried to dissect these 
small muscles of the nose. An ordinary 
poultice, Dr. Carl Seiler says, will there- 
fore not be of any avail, because no fur- 
ther swelling can be obtained in this lo- 
cality to relieve the pressure, and conse- 
quently a poultice which will shrink the 
parts is indicated, and such a one is a 
raw cranberry, crushed, laid over the 
boil or pimple, and kept in place with a 
daub of stiff boiled starch. Try it, and 
you will find it to relieve the excruciat- 
ing pain within a short time, and cure 
the trouble in 24 hours.

Against the Adoption of the [letric 
System. 


In a recent number of the Popular 
Science Monthly an article was published 
ye Herbert Spencer opposing the adoption 
of the metric system. Mr. Spencer ob- 
jects to it because a division into tenths 
is not as natural asa division into halves, 
quarters, eighths, etc. He prefers the 
duodecimal system because there are four 
divisors to 12, and it admits of much 
more ready division than ten, which can 
be divided only by five and two. He 
thinks that division by 12 is a more 
natural method. ‘‘ It needs only a small 
alteration in our method of numbering 
to make calculation by groups of 12 ex- 
actly similar to calculation by groups of 
ten, yielding just the same facilities as 
those now supposed to belong only to 
decimals. It needs only to introduce 
two additional digits for 10 and 11 to unite 
the advantages of both systems. The 
methods of calculation which now go 
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along with the decimal system would be 
equally available were 12 made the basis 
number instead of 10.’’ 


Thorium. 


Thorium was first identified by the 
Swedish chemist Berzelius, at the com- 
mencement of the present century, from 
some fragments of a black mineral found 
in the island of Lowen, in Norway. This 
mineral is now known as thorite, and 
contains thoria, or oxide of thorium, in 
combination with silica. Thorium was 
afterward found in pyrochlore, a stone 
from the Ural Mountains, as well as in 
orangite and monazite. The last named 
mineral is found in the United States 
and in Canada, in the sands and gravels 
of small streams, generally as a yellow- 
ish crystal; and monazite sands are now 
being shipped to Hamburg and England 
from places as distant as Brazil and Bahia 
and are then sifted for the grains of the 
rare and precious mineral. Orangite is 
also exported from Norway at the rate of 
about 1 ton per annum, representing 
some $3,500 worth of thorium. As much 
as $265 has been paid for 1 pound of pure 
oxide; but the price has also been as low 
as $35. As the use of incandescent man- 
tles becomes more general for gas light- 
ing the value of thorium increases.

Imitators of Hires’ Root Beer 
Enjoined. 


The Charles E. Hires Company of 
Philadelphia, through their attorneys, 
Messrs. Rowell & Feriss, obtained an in- 
junction in the United States Circuit 
Court June 24 against a Philadelphia 





firm, prohibiting them from manufactur- 
ing and selling an imitation of their root 
beer. The bill alleges that the Charles 
E. Hires Company have been manufact- 
uring and selling this preparation under 
their trade-mark since 1878, and have es- 
tablished a business throughout the 
world of large dimensions; that they have 
the sole right to use the term ‘‘ Root 
Beer ’’ onsuch preparations with a square 
yellow carton with black letters; that they 
have expended nearly two millions of dol- 
lars in advertising the same. Thoy com- 
plain that the defendant has put out an 
imitation of their trade-mark, and is sell- 
ing the same for the genuine article. The 
court granted the injunction. 

It is the purpose of Charles E. Hires 
Company to prosecute all imitations of 
their goods to the extent of the law. 
They assert they are the first to put up 
this preparation, and the designed style 
of package is their trade-mark to protect 
it, which has become familiar to the pub- 
lic by its extensive advertising, and they 
propose to insist upon all of their rights.

The Dispensing Department of a 
New York College. 


When the New York College of Phar- 
macy is opened this year the students 
will find that it has been changed mate- 
rially so far as the working departments 
are concerned, by the addition of a com- 
plete dispensing department, the largest 
and most complete thing of its kind to be 
found in any college in the world. 

An entire laboratory has been fitted up 
with desks sufficient to allow 126 stu- 
dents to carry on their work at one time. 
Each desk is fitted up exactly like a model 
dispensing counter, with balances, grad- 
uates, mortars, spatulas, labels, paste, 
vials, pill boxes, etc., and with a full set 
of the most generally used drugs and 
chemicals aranged on four shelves before 
the operator. Each of the desks is pro- 
vided with three compartments, so that 
each desk can be used by three sets of 
students. 

In this department the juniors will 
begin with dispensing all kinds of sim- 
ple prescriptions, the character of 
prescriptions being gradually changed as 
the course advances, so as to include more 
common incompatibilities. In the senior 
year the time of the students will be de- 
voted almost exclusively to deciphering 
and compounding illegible and difficult 
prescriptions and to assay work. The 
work will be intensely practical in char- 





acter, and the smallest detail will be car- 
ried out just as it isin the retail store. 
Students will be instructed as to the best 
methods of weighing, measuring, com- 
pounding, bottling, wrapping, labeling 
and finishing off packages of all kinds. 
The time spent here will be made to 
duplicate as nearly as possible, in the 
work done, that passed behind a high 
class prescription counter, with the ad- 
vantage that the work given will be 
selected so as to cover the widest possible 
range of practical manipulation, with the 
advantage of having careful and compe- 
tent instruction. The results will be 
carefully noted and form part of the 
student’s record for the year. 

This department will be under the im- 
mediate supervision of Dr. Diekman, pro- 
fessor of practical pharmacy, and it is 
confidently expected that the results will 
be to greatly enhance the estimate of the 
value of the diploma of the college among 
practical pharmacists. Though it is yet 
early to expect any large number of 
matriculations, the number matriculated 
so far is largely in excess of what would 
ordinarily be expected up to this period. 

Students matriculating this year will 
have to pay only $75 for their lecture 
tickets for each course, but all those who 
matriculate later than 1896 will have to 
pay an advance of $25, as the price of 
the lecture tickets has been advanced 
to $100 for each course. It is to be 1e- 
membered, however, that those who 
matriculate this year can get their senior 
tickets as well as their junior tickets at 
the present rate, consequently such as 
contemplate taking a course in the near 
future would do well to consider the 








advisability of beginning that course at 
once,
